Grasshopper Invasion In History Of Agriculture 


By Central Press Canadian 

SASKATOON, Sask. Prairie 
farmers and government entomolo- 
gists are marshalling their forces 
jand preparing weapons to ward off 
|what is expected to be one of the 
worst grasshopper invasions in the 
history of western agriculture. 

While Saskatchewan is expected 
to bear the brunt of the attack, sev- 
eral thousand square miles of Al- 
berta and Manitoba farmland will be 
swept by the enemy. 

According to a survey last fall, 
infested districts in Saskatchewan 
will consist of a large area south of 
a line running through Macklin, 
North Battleford and Prince Albert, 
and west of a line passing roughly 
through Rosthern, Wynyard, Semans, 
Indian Head, Midale and Estevan. 

Manitoba faces the worst plague 
in 12 years. Preliminary tests sug- 
gest that 45 of the province’s 120 
municipalities will be affected. Heavy 
infestations are expected in eastern 
and southeastern Alberta. 


Damage In Millions 


In 1948, millions of dollars in dam- 
age to western Canadian crops was 
wrought by the onslaught of grass- 
hoppers. This year the invasion will 
be resumed on a much larger scale 
and might even equal the plague of 
1940 when hoppers caused almost 
$9,000,000 in damage to western 
crops. .

Intensive research has shown that 
chlordgne and chlorinated camphéne 
give a higher initial kif and have a 
period of effectiveness for one to 
three weeks, One pound of chlor- 
dane should be sufficient to spray 
one acre. The recommended per- 
acre dosage for chlorinated cam- 
phene is one and one-half pounds. 
These products will be available to 
farmers in the form of emulsion con- 
centrates, 

On stubble fields where vegetation 
is short, sparse and dry and no long- 
er attractive to the grasshopper ap- 
petite, poison bait has been found to 
be more effective and economical. 

Possible Dangers 


Agricultural chemists familiar with 
the effect of the new chemicals warn 
that forage treated with them should 
not be fed to dairy animals. Nor 
should stockmen feed treated vege- 
tation to animals being fattened for 
slaughter since the poisons may ac- 
cumulate in the animals’ fatty tis- 
sues and render the meat unfit for 
food, Another possibility is that the 
poison may be given off in milk and 
butter, 

Neither chlordane nor chlorinated 
camphene should be applied to fruits 
and leafy vegetables unless fruit or 
foliage to be eaten is first washed 
thoroughly. The insecticides should 
not be sprayed on legumes when in 
bloom or when bees are active in the 
field, 

While some 10 destructive vari- 
eties of grasshoppers are known of 
in Canada, three species are most 
common in the west; the melanoplus 
mexicanus spretus, Camnula pellu- 
cida and melanoplus bivattatus. The 
first mentioned is commonly known 
as the stubble hopper and lays its 
eggs throughout stubble fields. Crops 


}sown on these are almost impossible 


to save. The latter two species are 
often grouped together in the term 
roadside grasshoppers. They lay 
their eggs in grassy spots along 
roadsides and were responsible for 
many of the devastating attacks on 
western crops last year. 

Eggs are deposited in clusters of 
20 to 120, each egg mass being about 
one inch long and found one-half to 
one inch below the suface. 

When hatched by the warm spring 
sun, eggs do not pass through the 
pupa stage common to most insects, 
immediately develop into tiny

the voracious insects. 

A swarm of nymphs can eat 
through a fresh stand of wheat with 
amazing speed, leaving behind a 
blackened ruin with only the odd 
stem drooping here and there in its 
final death throes. Adults are no 
less hungry, finding ripening grain 
heads luscious fare. 

Just how numerous hoppers can be 
may be gleaned from tests made in 
the prairies last year, Using a spe- 
cial catcher, field men “harvested” 
eight bushels of grasshoppers per 
acre in a normally infested field. 
Each bushel contained 200,000 in- 
sects. So great is their destructive 
power that an infestation of 20 
grasshoppers per square yard on a 
40-acre field can chew up one ton of 
alfalfa in one day.

Britain's Huge Flying Hotel 
Nearing Stage For Air Tests 


LONDON. — Britain's flying 
hotel, the 130-ton Brabazon I, is 
due to undergo its first air tests 
within the next few months to 
decide whether it is the answer 
to future air travel or a £12,000,- 
000 white elephant with wings. 

One of the most controversial proj- 
ects of its day, the Brabazon I, de- 
signed to carfy 100 passengers non- 
stop between London and New York 
in seven hours, was conceived in 
1944, But it has just reached the 
testing stage after repeated delays 
and may not be operating commer- 
cially before 1953. 


For the last few years, scores of 
engineers, designers, electricians, and 
other air construction experts have 
been giving their time and skill to 
the Brabazon prototype, the largest 
aircraft ever built in Britain. 

Everything about it has been “top 
secret” since it was in the blueprint 
stage. Even today, as it stands, a 
gleaming giant, in the world’s largest 
hangar built for it at Filton, near 
Bristol, only authorized persons are 
allowed into its luxury two-deck in- 
terior or on to its parlor-sized multi- 
‘Atlantic, the Brabazon has been de- 

The dimensions of the Brabazon 
dwarf all other airliners now in use.

Meals will be served in flight in a 
dining-room fitted with separate 
tables. A handsome staircase leads 
to a top deck with sleeping accom- 
modation in bunks converted from 
seats, 

All this has so far cost the British 
taxpayer nearly £12,000,000. 

But to many the cost of the Bra- 
bazon airliner itself has yet to be 
justified. With an estimated operat- 
ing cost of £400 an hour the ques- 
tion being asked is: Can it be flown 
at a profit? 

The British Minister of Supply, 
George Strauss, has declared that he 
is “satisfied” that the giant airliner 
will be a success,

Among popular European coun- 
tries with Canadian collectors is 
Switzerland, Its stamps in recent 
years are among the best printed 
European postal paper, and the 
printing plant which does the Swiss 
stamps now also does the stamps of 
a number of other European coun- 
tries, 

Switzerland annually issues two 
semi-postal sets, one for child wel- 
fare and one for some-other charity. 
In recent years the child welfare set 
has featured portrait of an educat- 
tor and full color drawings of alpine 
flowers, The other set has been is- 
sued for the national holiday, and 
features an industry on one value, 
houses and landscapes in various 
parts of the mountainous republic. 
Practically all these stamps are 
printed in photogravure process, 

Switzerland was one of the first 
countries to issue stamps, the first 
issues being of the cantons of Zurich 
and Geneva in 1843, These were the 
first stamps issued on the continent 
of Europe, following the inaugura- 
tion of postage stamps in Great Bri- 
tain in 1840, These early stamps are 
needless to say, rare and valuable. 
In 1850 the federal administration of 
Switzerland began issuing stamps, 
featuring the coat-of-arms, a white 
cross on a red shield, 

Early stamps were of plain de- 
sign. Commemoratives were not is- 
sued till 1900 when a set appeared 
for the 25th anniversary of the uni- 
versal postal union, which has its 
headquarters in Switzerland. The 
famous stamps of the archer’s boy 
and the William Tell bow and arrow 
did not appear till 1907, the same 
year that Switzerland began using 
its snowcapped mountain scenery as 
background for portrait stamps. 
Scenic stamps started being issued 
in 1914 and have appeared ever 
since, each issue showing some more 
of the country’s mountainous land- 
scapes,

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FUR FARMING 


Efficient Routine Enables One 
Man To Take Care Of 1400 Mink 


UR farming has achieved a place of importance among the in- 

dustries of the West. The industry runs into millions of dollars. 
It is now common to see dotted across the prairies rariches con- 
taining the finest herd of mink and fox, because it has been the 
motto of owners and managers to improve the stock and condi- 
tions from year to year. The motto of the Prairie Pride Mink Ranch 
located at Rouleau, Sask., can be said as a “Push-Button Effi- 
ciency’. An efficient routine has been worked out by the owner, 
Omar Crabb, and Wilfred Cook, who up till recently was man- 
ager, so that one man is able to take care of 1,400 mink and keep 
the ranch an example of shining cleanliness and sound production. 


The Prairie Pride Mink Ranch had 
its beginning in 1941, farther south 
in Saskatchewan, Then Mr. Crabb 
located at Rouleau in 1943, and has 
been building up steadily since that 
time. 

The ranch is composed of four 
town lots, each 150x50 feet, separat- 
ed from each other by solid wooden 
guard fences. Across the road two 
more lots serve as space for the 
swiss chard, spinach and _ lettuce 
grown for the mink menu, 

A tall white fence with scarlet 
trim encloses the four lots, with the 
ranch name in tall red letters, paint- 
ed by Mrs. Crabb in a three-day ses- 
sion with the paint brush. Lot 1 
contains the breeder unit in eight 
long corridor sheds. Each numbered 
house contains 50 pens. Lot 2 has 
another eight sheds, this time for 
the pelters. Cindered paths lead 
down the centre of each house— 
limed weekly throughout the sum- 
mer. Cinders also form the floor of 
each compound, Floodlights are set

Fear Floods Again 
In Souris Valley 


MELITA, Man.—Veteran observers 
here claim that only a miracle can 
prevent another flood situationgin the 
Souris river valley, such as was ex- 
perienced in 1948, If the snowfall 
for the remainder of the winter is 
only normal there is grave danger 
of a flood. The snowfall is heavier 
than last year throughout the entire 
Souris river watershed and the fact 
that it extends so far south discounts 
the likelihood of an even thaw or 
conditions where the snow disappears 
gradually. Fifty inches have so far 
been recorded here. Last year the 
entire snowfall was about 57 inches.

An interesting experiment, _ still 
too youthful to admit of any con- 
clusions, is the introduction of blue 
daylight bulbs in the sheds.

LONDON. — Treasury officials 
said that Canada made history 
in 1948, displacing the United 
States as Britain's chief supplier. 
Britain’s largest trade deficit 


with any country last year was 
with Canada. ‘3 


Detailed trade figures are still to 
be published by the Board of Trade 
but it is understood that 1948 im- 
ports from nada are valued at 
£216,600,000 ($866,400,000) and tnit= 
ed Kingdom exports to Canada at 
£69,600,000, plus re-exports of £1,- 
600,000—a total of £71,200,000, 


This made the trade deficit £145,- 
400,000. 


Canadian sales to the United King- 
dom in 1947 totalled £230,300,000. 
Canadian purchases from the United 
-— in that year were £43,300,- 

10. 

Rigid economy in dollar purchases 
have reduced Britain’s purchases 
from Canada and the United States, 
but the most severe reductions have 
been applied against the latter. 

The treasury said Canada was fifth 
among the six chief export markets 
of the United Kingdom, preceded by 
Australia, South Africa, India and 
Pakistan, and Eire, and followed by 
the United States. 

Canada was a leading customer 
for woollen textiles, with 1948 pur- 
chases valued at £18,300,000, and 
fifth largest for cotton textiles, val- 
ued at $6,600,000,

STUFFED BEEF HEART 

Trim fat and arteries from a beef 
heart and wash carefully, removing 
all clotted blood. ’ 

Fill the cavity with your favorite 
bread dressing, slit down one side if 
larger cavity is desired for dressing.

Dredge with flour, pepper and salt 
and sear in a little beef suet in a hot 
frying pan.
